It developed thai quile a
pumber of persons would have pointed the
nozzle of the hose differently from the way
tbe men In charge of the job were dolog the
work, but on the whole, the firemen recelved
greater praise in this fire than in any otber
fire that we bave had.

The water supply
was up Lo the eapaoity of the standplpe and
the reservolr, The pumpipg arrangement
was perfect and at the end Lhe stream of
water was even stronger than atlhe begio-
ning. The water was played on the bullding
from five untll eleven o’clock.
